Obama dodges jobs 
data time bomb 


Hilliard, Ohio (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama dodged a 
potential last-minute blow to 
his re-election hopes Friday, 
with the release of data show¬ 
ing the US economy created 
more jobs than expected last 
month. 

Republican Mitt Romney, 
however, seized on an uptick 
in the jobless rate by a tenth 
of point to 7.9 percent to be¬ 
moan an economy at a ’’vir¬ 
tual standstill” and said 
Americans would choose on 
Tuesday between prosperity 
and stagnation 


Obama, perhaps mindful 
of millions of Americans suf¬ 
fering from the lingering im¬ 
pact of the worst recession 
since the 1930s, avoided a tri¬ 
umphal tone on data which 
sent relief rippling through 
his campaign team. 

”We have made real 
progress,” Obama said, in his 
first rally of the day, in 
Hilliard, a small town in cru¬ 
cial electoral territory around 
the city of Columbus, in 
Ohio, which could be a tip¬ 
ping point state in a tied-up 
election.

TU Delft 
Aruban student, Javier Sint 
Jago, who became the engi¬ 
neer who drove the solar au¬ 
tomobile Nuna in the 
Australian Solar World Race 
and won second place, will 


also be one of the crew on the 
Ecolution. 

After docking here on 
Aruba, Ecolution will remain 
in Aruba’s wharf in Oranjes¬ 
tad for three months. During 
the three months Ockels will 
develop various sustainable 
products to contribute to 
Aruba’s sustainability vision. 
Aruba’s ambition is to be¬ 
come 100% green no later 
than by 2020. And, in order 
to reach the 100% mark, the 
government of Aruba has 
signed agreements of cooper¬ 
ation with, among others, the 


Carbon War Room of Sir 
Richard Branson, The New 
America Foundation, Har¬ 
vard and TNO Holland. 

Before leaving home, 
Ecolution will receive an of¬ 
ficial farewell. Residents of 
Scheveningen will head to 
the wharf to wave good bye 
to Ecolution as she sets out to 
sea on her maiden voyage 
across the Atlantic Ocean to 
Aruba. Yacht owners will ac¬ 
company Ecolution from the 
wharf in Scheveningen up to 
the brink of the ocean in a 
farewell bid.

New York marathon 
canceled after storm 
backlash 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York City is canceling its an¬ 
nual marathon, scheduled for 
Sunday, after a backlash 
against plans to hold the race 
in the wake of hurricane 
Sandy, Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said on Friday. 

Bloomberg had earlier 
sought to allow the race to go 
ahead, but a chorus of oppo¬ 
sition grew in the days after 
Sandy hit the area, with local 
politicians, media and even 
runners calling for the event 
to be canceled or postponed. 

And in a statement late 
Friday afternoon, he ac¬ 
knowledged that the race had 
’’become a source of contro¬ 
versy and division,” and said 
it would not proceed. 

’’The marathon has been 
an integral part of New York 
City’s life for 40 years and is 
an event tens of thousands of 
New Yorkers participate in 
and millions more watch,” he 
said. 

’’The marathon has always 
brought our city together and 
inspired us with stories of 
courage and determination. 


We would not want a cloud to 
hang over the race or its par¬ 
ticipants, and so we have de¬ 
cided to cancel it.” 

It was not immediately 
clear if the organizers of the 
race, which draws around 
45,000 runners, would seek 
to reschedule it. Some had 
called for a new spring 2013 
date. 

Earlier on Friday, 
Bloomberg had sounded a 
confident tone about the race, 
insisting it would not deflect 
attention away from those 
still struggling in the after- 
math of Sandy, which 
smashed into the city on 
Monday. 

And he stuck to that line in 
his statement announcing the 
cancelation, saying holding 
the race ’’would not require 
diverting resources.” 

But, he added, "we cannot 
allow a controversy over an 
athletic event... to distract at¬ 
tention away from all the crit¬ 
ically important work that is 
being done to recover from 
the storm and get our city 
back on track.”

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Threat to close 
Holy 

Sepulchre over 
water dispute 

JERUSALEM (AFP) - A 
dispute with an Israeli water 
company over unpaid bills 
has led to a Greek Orthodox 
threat to close Christianity's 
holiest site, the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre in 
Jerusalem. 

Maariv newspaper reported 
on Friday that the Hagihon 
water company said it is 
was owed 9 million shekels 
($2.1 million) in unpaid 
bills dating back decades. 

In protest, the Greek Ortho¬ 
dox patriarchate, a joint cus¬ 
todian of the church, has 
threatened to close the Holy 
Sepulchre, said to be the site 
of Jesus's crucifixion and 
resurrection. 

Any such measure, how¬ 
ever, would need the agree¬ 
ment of the Catholic and 
Armenian churches, which 
are co-custodians. 

The Greek Orthodox 
Church contends that the 
Holy Sepulchre was always 
treated as a special case and 
exempted from water fees, 
unlike other churches in the 
Holy Land. 

Its bank accounts have been 
blocked because of the dis¬ 
pute, according to Maariv, 
leaving the church unable to 
pay its priests or expenses, 
including electricity and 
telephone bills. 

"Greek Orthodox Patriarch 
Theophilos III has spoken 
(to church officials) about 
taking measures... in protest 
at Israeli actions against the 
church," said Dimitri Dil- 
iani, president of the Na¬ 
tional Christian Coalition in 
the Holy Land. 

"He is consulting with the 
heads of churches to take 
the drastic measure of shut¬ 
ting down the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre," Diliani, a 
Greek Orthodox Palestin¬ 
ian, told AFP.

Denzel Washington pilots ’Flight’ through storm 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
After a detour into animation, 
"Forrest Gump" director 
Robert Zemeckis returns to 
live-action film with "Flight," 
which starts with a plane 
crash but centers more on 


personal rather than airborne 
crises. 

Denzel Washington stars as 
a pilot who becomes a national 
hero for managing to crash- 
land a malfunctioning jet but 
faces another harrowing de¬ 
scent when alcohol and cocaine 
are discovered in his system. 

The movie, being released 
in North America this week¬ 
end, took more than 10 years 
to come together from a 
screenplay by John Gatins, 
whose previous credits in¬ 
clude "Real Steel" (2011) and 
2008's "Dreamer." 


It took all of the A-list 
actor and director's Holly¬ 
wood heft — and cuts in pay - 
- to bring it to the screen. 

Washington plays Whip, a 
commercial airline pilot 
whose skills and sang-froid 
help him save almost all of 
his plane's passengers and 
crew after it goes into a steep 
dive due to a technical prob¬ 
lem. 

But the media and popular 
adulation his achievement 
triggers come down to earth 
with a thud when lab results 
reveal his addictions, while 


he falls in love with a young 
drug addict who is also bat¬ 
tling to get clean. 

"Their substance abuse is 
the symptom of deeper prob¬ 
lems," Zemeckis told re¬ 
porters. "They were that way 
because they have deeper is¬ 
sues. They were using the 
chemicals, but it could have 
been anything: food, gam¬ 
bling, work. 

"They just feel this sort of 
void," he added as he presented 
the film in Beverly Hills. 

Washington agreed, say¬ 
ing that in preparing for the 


role he didn't focus on his 
character's alcoholism. 

"I didn't really want to get 
too much into the AA (Alco¬ 
holics Anonymous) side of it, 
or try to be an alcoholic be¬ 
cause he didn't think he was 
alcoholic," the actor said. 

From its opening scene 
combining full-frontal nudity 
and lines of cocaine, it is 
clear that "Flight" differs 
from most big Hollywood 
studio movies, aimed 
squarely at selling tickets 
with superheros or romantic 
comedies.

NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York commuters fought for 
car fuel at gas station fore¬ 
courts Friday. 

The storm, one of the most 
severe in US history, has left 
at least 95 dead in 15 states 
and in Canada. The toll in 
New York City alone rose to 
41 and at least 14 died in 
New Jersey, where searches 
of isolated areas continue. 

New York and surround¬ 
ing states are all battling to 
get moving again four days 
after the disaster and author¬ 
ities say they are putting huge 
resources into restoring 
power, public transport and 
in getting food to the needy. 

But fights erupted in huge 
queues at the few gas stations 
still operating, with some 
cities rationing fuel even for 
emergency services.

"We are saying that if these 
allegations, which are mali¬ 
cious and unfounded, are 
not withdrawn then we are 
considering withdrawing not 
only from Somalia but from 
all peacekeeping missions 
we are involved in," Asuman 
Kiyingi, Uganda's state min¬ 
ister for regional coopera¬ 
tion, told AFP.

Officials say that all of Man¬ 
hattan should get back elec¬ 
tricity by the end of Saturday.

Obama dodges jobs data time bomb; Romney: US 
four days from a fresh start*

"Companies hired more 
workers in October than at 
any time in the last eight 
months,” Obama said. 

Romney quickly high¬ 
lighted the fact that though 
the economy is creating jobs 
at a moderate pace, unem¬ 
ployment remains at histori¬ 
cally high levels. 

To chants of "four more 
days," Republican Mitt Rom¬ 
ney on Friday vowed a new 
beginning for America, urg¬ 
ing voters to compare his 
record to President Barack 
Obama's. 

"We are four days away 
from a fresh start," Romney 
told a raucous crowd in Wis¬ 
consin, one of several states 
the Republican nominee is 
hoping to pry away from the 
Obama column in an election 
going down to the wire on 
November 6. 

"My conviction that better 
days are ahead is not based 
on promises and hollow rhet¬ 
oric but solid plans and 
proven results," he said. 

The release of the final 
major economic data before 


the election had jangled 
nerves of Obama aides who 
feared that a leap in the rate 
above the psychological eight 
percent mark could have sent 
late-deciding voters to Rom¬ 
ney. 

But although the data was 
far from spectacular — with 
171,000 jobs created last 
month — there was enough in 
the report, including upward 
revisions of previous 
monthly figures, for Obama 
to argue the economy was 
improving. 

The consensus of eco¬ 
nomic analysts had been for 


job creation of around 
125,000 in October. 

Many analysts doubted 
that barring a disastrous 
slump in the data, there 
would be much impact on the 
election, but the upped pace 
of job creation does perhaps 
explain Obama's stable posi¬ 
tion in some midwestern 
swing states. 

And the figures by the Bu¬ 
reau of Labor and Statistics 
were an apt metaphor for the 
entire campaign, revealing an 
economic recovery neither 
bad enough to doom Obama 
nor sufficiently robust to get 


him re-elected at a can¬ 
ter. 

The president, who 
has turned down the raw 
partisanship of his rhet¬ 
oric to match the na¬ 
tional mood after 
superstorm Sandy tore 
ashore, claiming 95 US 
lives, nevertheless 
sought to dismantle 
Romney's closing argu¬ 
ment. 

He repudiated the 
Republican's claim to be 
an agent of change, ac¬ 
cusing him instead of trying 
to "massage the facts," high¬ 
lighting a Romney ad that 
claims that Chrysler plans to 
outsource jobs to China to 
produce its Jeep vehicles. 

"It is not true. Everybody 
knows that it is not true," 
Obama said, noting that auto 
firm bosses had directly con¬ 
tradicted Romney on the at¬ 
tack. 

"I know we are close to an 
election, but this isn't a game. 
These are people's jobs. 
These are people's lives." 

The president repeatedly 


touts his decision to bail out 
indebted US auto makers in a 
politically unpopular move in 
2009, which has helped re¬ 
store the industry to health. 

Most recent polls show 
Obama up in Ohio, by be¬ 
tween two and five points, 
and Romney cannot afford to 
give up on a state which 
every modern Republican 
president has won on the way 
to winning the White House. 

With just four days of 
campaigning left, neither 
campaign, despite their 
bravado, can be completely 
confident about the result. 

The RealClearPolitics av¬ 
erage of national polls Friday 
showed a tie, though Obama 
appears better positioned than 
Romney in many of the less 
than a dozen swing states that 
will decide the election. 

But the president's leads 
were within the margin of 
error, lending some credence 
to the Romney camp's belief 
that many of Obama's 2008 
voters will not show up and 
that the intensity of Republi¬ 
can voters will be decisive.

Wanted: Dutch poop for scientific 
study 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Three 
top Dutch medical schools are 
asking thousands of travellers 
to tropical countries to donate 
stool samples on return for a 
study into the rise in antibiotic- 
resistant bacterial infections. 

The combined study, 
launched this week by the Ac¬ 
ademic (AMC), Erasmus and 
Maastricht medical centres 
will focus on 2,000 travellers 
mainly to Asia and Africa, said 
AMC researcher Jame van 
Hattem. 

’’These travellers will be 
asked, upon vaccination by a 
number of travel clinics, if they 
would like to participate and 


send stools to us for a year 
after their return from the trop¬ 
ics,” Van Hattem told AFP. 

He said there has been a rise 
in antibiotic resistant intestinal 
bacterial infections in the 
Netherlands and researchers 
wanted to see whether these 
bacteria hitch a ride with trav¬ 
ellers who pick them up in ex¬ 
otic destinations. 

The team further want to 
study whether these bacteria 
are transmitted to non-travel¬ 
ling relatives upon return home 
to the Netherlands, known for 
its strict control of the use of 
antibiotics for fear of building 
up resistance. 


All volunteers will receive a 
home DIY-kit with swabs and 
a special plastic ’’safe bag” in 
which a swab sample will be 
sealed and placed in an enve¬ 
lope with a return address to 
Erasmus Medical Centre in 
Rotterdam. 

Participants are asked to 
send three to six samples over 
the course of a year, with re¬ 
searchers hoping to publish 
their findings about 30 months 
afterwards. 

Van Hattem said he believed 
it was the largest study of its 
kind to date, with smaller proj¬ 
ects previously being under¬ 
taken in Sweden and Australia.

EU has no plans to ban 
Chanel 5 on allergy 
findings 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - 
The European Com¬ 
mission said Friday it 
had no intention for 
the moment to ban or 
impose limits on per¬ 
fumes or cosmetics 
found to cause an al¬ 
lergic reaction, a 
spokesman said Fri¬ 
day. 

A scientific review 
has identified about 
100 ingredients which could 
cause allergies and recom¬ 
mended that some be limited 
while others, such as tree 
mosses used in the famous 
Chanel 5 perfume, be banned 
outright. 

Responding to press reports, 
EU commission spokesman 
for health and consumer pol¬ 
icy Frederic Vincent insisted it 
was "false to say that the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission wants to 
ban Chanel 5.” 

The scientific findings were 
just that and did not represent 
the official position, Vincent 
said. 

The question is whether to 
add those ingredients identifed 


by the scientific committee to 
the 26 which current legisla¬ 
tion requires to be listed on the 
products they are used in. 

"We are still a long way 
from considering changes to 
the legislation,” he said, 
adding that the EU had begun 
consultations with the industry 
and consumer groups in Au¬ 
gust on the findings and their 
potential impact. 

"Perfume and cosmetic 
makers know what we are 
doing ... The legislative 
process has not begun and it 
will not be for tomorrow,” he 
said, adding that it was only a 
very small number of people 
who had such allergic reac¬ 
tions.

Apple launches new iPad 
mini to mixed reactions 



— (AFP) - Shoppers got their 
hands on Apple’s new iPad 
mini Friday, launched with 
less fanfare than previous in¬ 
carnations amid talk it might 
have come too late to the 7- 
inch tablet computer market. 

The event stirred little of 
the excitement associated with 
previous Apple products how¬ 
ever, generating only small 
lines of devotees at flagship 
stores around the world. 

Earlier in the day, around 
300 people had queued up 
outside Apple’s main store in 
Tokyo, some wearing fancy 
dress, to buy, or at least touch 
the new product. 

Around 20 people had

camped out overnight outside 
the shop, but the queue disap¬ 
peared quickly following an 
initial rush. 

In tech-mad Singapore 
numbers were well down on 
previous launches, while in 
Hong Kong around 30 people 
queued to collect their pre-or- 
dered devices. 

There was nothing like the 
days-long queues for the new 
generation iPhone 5 in Syd¬ 
ney. 

Market analyst Loo Wee 
Tech, head of Consumers 
Electronics Research said the 
new tablets ’’failed to excite” a 
sector that has grown accus¬ 
tomed to ever more amazing 
gadgets over the years. 

He forecast that despite 
structural liabilities that in¬ 
cluded ’’the lack of readily 
available and reliable Internet 
access and wifi hotspots,” 
Apple would move a lot of its 
product. 

Canada's RBC Bank has es¬ 
timated that Apple could sell 
six million iPad Minis by the 
end of the year. 

In Seoul there was a 200- 
strong queue, some of whom 
had camped out overnight, 
with one man telling AFP that 
Apple was a better buy for his 
4-year-old daughter. 

Mark Ranson, associate an¬ 
alyst at the global technology 
research firm Ovum, said the 
iPad mini marked something 
of a departure because it was 
an instance of Apple following 
the crowd, rather than setting 
the pace.

Cuba accuses US of training dissidents 
via Internet 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba ac¬ 
cused the United States Friday 
of supplying opponents of the 
government with the techno¬ 
logical means to access the In¬ 
ternet as part of an effort to 
"subvert the constitutional 
order.” 

The accusation, leveled in a 
foreign ministry statement, 
comes amid a simmering dis¬ 
pute over the jailing of Amer¬ 
ican contractor Alan Gross 
three years ago for distributing 
laptops and electronic gear to 
members of the island's Jewish 
community. 

It also follows the growing 
international prominence of 
Cuban blogger Yoani Sanchez, 
whose prize-winning Genera¬ 
tion Y blog has often ques¬ 
tioned Cuba's communist 
regime. 

The foreign ministry said 
US diplomats were "promot¬ 
ing, advising, instructing, 
training, financing and supply¬ 


ing (government opponents) 
with diverse media and tech¬ 
nology.” 

The United States and 
Cuba broke off diplomatic re¬ 
lations in 1961, but have 
maintained interest sections in 
each other's capitals for the 
past three decades to provide 
consular services and deal 
with bilateral issues. 

The US Interests Section 


and some European embassies 
offer dissidents free access to 
the Internet to compensate for 
the sparse access existing on 
the island. 

Cuba "will use all legal 
mechanisms within its reach to 
defend its sovereignty and to 
ensure respect for the Cuban 
people and the laws of the 
country,” the foreign ministry 
said.

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Cuba offshore oil 
search fails for a third 
time 


HAVANA (AFP) - A third at¬ 
tempt to find oil in the Gulf 
of Mexico off Cuba has 
failed, the state oil company 
said Friday, announcing yet 
another setback to efforts to 
tap huge petroleum reserves. 

The latest company to 
come up empty-handed, 
Venezuelan oil giant 
PD VS A, will keep working 
with Cuba to explore for oil, 
Cubapetroleo said in a state¬ 
ment published in the official 
newspaper Granma. 

’’Although this well does¬ 
n’t offer possibilities for com¬ 
mercial exploitation, the 
results of the scan will help 
guide and expand operations 
in blocs of Cuba’s exclusive 
economic zone in the Gulf of 
Mexico,” Cubapetroleo said. 

PD VS A was called in after 
the announcement in June 
that Spanish energy company 
Repsol, which used the 
Scarabeo 9 offshore platform 
to drill for oil in a block as¬ 
signed to it off Havana, was 
abandoning its efforts after 
failing to find oil. 


In August, a Russian- 
Malaysian consortium also 
failed to find oil and the 
Scarabeo platform was passed 
to Venezuela’s PDVSA. 

Cubapetroleo said Friday 
the platform will now be shut 
down, but insisted technical 
expertise and valuable geolog¬ 
ical information were obtained. 

These, it said, ’’have con¬ 
tributed to affirming the deci¬ 
sion of PD VS A to continue its 
participation in the exploration 
campaign in Cuban waters.” 

Economist Oscar Espinosa 
Chepe said the failure to find 
oil is a huge setback for Ha¬ 
vana, which has struggled to 
surmount the economic crisis 
of the past two decades, and 
had hoped to achieve energy 
self-sufficiency. 

Some studies estimate the 
112,000-square-kilometer 
(43,243-square-mile) area 
has probable reserves of be¬ 
tween five and nine billion 
barrels of crude oil, although 
Cuban authorities say there 
could be as many as 20 bil¬ 
lion barrels.

Oil prices dive on Sandy-closed US 
refineries 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices sank Friday after an 
encouraging US jobs report 
was overshadowed by post- 
Sandy shutdowns at US East 
Coast refineries. 

New York’s main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in December, tumbled $2.23 
from Thursday’s close to set¬ 
tle at $84.86 a barrel. 

In London trade, Brent 
North Sea crude for Decem¬ 
ber shed $2.49 to $105.68 a 
barrel. 

In early New York trade, 
the highly anticipated Octo¬ 
ber jobs report supported the 
West Texas Intermediate con¬ 
tract, said Andy Lipow at 
Lipow Oil Associates. 

The Labor Department re¬ 
ported 171,000 jobs were 
added last month, far above 
analyst estimates, while the 
unemployment rate edged up 
a notch to 7.9 percent, sug¬ 
gesting the world's largest 
economy was continuing to 
muddle along at a modest 
growth pace. 

The dollar strengthened on 
the news, making dollar- 
priced crude oil more expen¬ 
sive for holders of rival 
currencies, which can dent 
demand. 

Worries about the massive 
devastation wreaked by su¬ 
perstorm Sandy, which rav¬ 
aged the East Coast on 
Monday and Tuesday,

weighed on market senti¬ 
ment, said BMO Capital 
Markets analysts. 

"Refinery output along the 
EC (east coast) is still se¬ 
verely curtailed. Crude oil is 
down today on expectations 
of lower demand due to re¬ 
duced refinery inputs,” they 
said in a client note. 

As of Friday morning, two 
New Jersey refineries and 14 
port terminals from Virginia 
to Connecticut remained 
shut.

BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
will lay out her vision for the 
crisis-wracked EU before the 
European Parliament next 
week ahead of talks with 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron, her spokesman 
said Friday. 

Steffen Seibert told a reg¬ 
ular government briefing that 
the leader of Europe's top 
economy would travel to 
Brussels on Wednesday to 
address deputies on "her 
thoughts on the further devel¬ 
opment of the Economic and 
Monetary Union”. 

Merkel said after talks 
with Irish Prime Minister 
Enda Kenny Thursday that 
Germany would do "every¬ 
thing in its power to try to 
achieve a solution” in the ne¬ 
gotiations on the 2014-2020 
budget. 

But in a veiled reference 
to Britain and France, she 
chided those who had bran¬ 
dished the threat of veto. 

"I don't want to throw any 
more vetoes into the ring — 
that doesn't help find a solu¬ 
tion,” she said, when asked 
whether it was even sensible 
to hold a summit later this 
month to hash out a deal.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
South Korean automakers 
Hyundai and Kia said Friday 
they will reimburse car own¬ 
ers in the United States and 
Canada for having exagger¬ 
ated the fuel efficiency of 
their vehicles. 

The announcement came 
after the US Environmental 
Protection Agency said it had 
discovered inflated gasoline 
economy numbers on a wide 
range of Hyundai and Kia mod¬ 
els in an investigation sparked 
by consumer complaints. 

The exaggerated numbers, 
which ran from one to six 
miles a gallon, had helped 
push some of the models into 
the much-vaunted 40 miles 
per gallon (MPG) club of 
gasoline-sipping vehicles.

SAN DIEGO (AFP) - Philip 
Rivers threw two touchdown 
passes and San Diego's defense 
scored twice on turnovers as 
the Chargers routed visiting 
Kansas City 31-13 on Thurs¬ 
day in a National Football 
League game. 

The Chargers improved to 
4-4, hot on the heels of AFC 
West division leader Denver 
(4-3), while the Chiefs suffered 
their fifth loss in a row, sliding 
to 1-7 with 28 turnovers, the 
most by any team halfway into 
a season in 15 years. 

Rivers threw a 14-yard 
touchdown pass to Antonio 
Gates in the first quarter to 
open the scoring and flipped a 
13-yard touchdown toss to 
Malcom Floyd early in the 
fourth quarter to give the 


Chargers a 17-6 lead with 
11:33 remaining. 

San Diego then sealed the 
victory with two defensive 
touchdowns in a span of only 
2:06. 

Shaun Phillips, making his 
100th NFL start, recovered a 
fumble in the end zone to 
stretch the Chargers' lead and 
Demorrio Williams returned an 
interception 59 yards for an¬ 
other touchdown to give San 
Diego a 31-6 edge. 

Shaun Draughn ran six 
yards for a Kansas City touch¬ 
down with 4:26 to play but it 
was too little and far too late. 

Unbeaten Atlanta will try to 
complete a perfect first half of 
the season with a home victory 
Sunday night over Dallas, 3-4. 
The Falcons own a four-game 


lead in the NFC South division 
while the Cowboys share sec¬ 
ond in the NFC East. 

Only two games Sunday 
match opponents with winning 
records, the feature attraction 
being Pittsburgh (4-3) at the 
New York Giants (6-2) in a 
matchup of two-time Super 
Bowl champion quarterbacks 
Ben Roethlisberger and Eli 
Manning. 

Manning, who guided the 
Giants to a Super Bowl tri¬ 
umph in February over New 
England, has New York atop 
the NFC East while "Big Ben" 
has the Steelers one game be¬ 
hind arch-rival Baltimore in 
the AFC North. 

At Indianapolis, the Colts 
will play host to Miami in a 
matchup of 4-3 clubs that are 
both in playoff positions, second 
in their respective divisions. 

Denver (4-3) will visit 
Cincinnati (3-4) with Broncos 
quarterback Peyton Manning 
trying to improve his career 
record against the host Bengals 
to 8-0.

SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - 
Frenchman Tony Parker sank 
the game-winning jump shot 
as time expired Thursday to 
give the San Antonio Spurs an 
86-84 NBA victory over the 
Oklahoma City Thunder. 

Tim Duncan scored 20 
points and grabbed eight re¬ 
bounds while Parker added 14 
points and 11 assists to spark 
the triumph. 

The Spurs became the first 
2-0 team in the NBA by spoil¬ 
ing the Thunder's season 
opener in a rematch of last 
year's NBA Western Confer¬ 
ence finals. The Thunder 
ousted the Spurs but lost to 
Miami in the NBA Finals. 

Reigning NBA scoring 


champion Kevin Durant netted 
a game-high 23 points and 
pulled down a game-high 14 
rebounds while Russell West¬ 
brook, who joined Durant on 
the Olympic gold medal US 
team in August, added 18 
points for Oklahoma City. 

Parker sank a 3-pointer 
from the left corner with 28 
seconds to play to lift the 
Spurs into an 84-84 deadlock 
and San Antonio took the ball 
after a turnover by Westbrook 
on the final Oklahoma City 
possession. 

Parker then eluded West¬ 
brook off a screen and took the 
ball on the left side and sank 
the winning shot. 
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
